Could 
any  fufferings  of  mine  alleviate  the  fmal- 
left  of  theirs,  I  fliould  willingly  fubmic  to 
any  thing  the  malice  of  the  prefent  Mini- 
Trifter»*  could  inflict  upon  me.  But  it  is 
e<iua)ly  injurious  to  truth  and  to  their 
honour  and  humanity*  to  fuppole  that 
my  perfccution  could  make  any  part  of 
their  confolation.  What  consolation 
could  they  derive  from  my  junCtioii  to 
the  common  captivity,  only  to  tell  them 
that  not  a  name  among  them  is  to  be 
found  in  the  numerous  lift  of  late  promo¬ 
tions  ?  and  that  the  negotwtions  to  be  un¬ 
dertaken  in  their  favour,  are  to  be  con¬ 
duced  by  the  man  who  is  notorioufly 
proferibed  by  the  power  in  the  name  of 
which  he  is  to  negociate  ?  who  alone,  of 
all  the  officers  who  have  come  from  Ame¬ 
rica,  has  been  denied  all  accefs  to  the 
King  ?  Cruelly  as  I  and  my  fellowd'uff'e- 
rers  -tre  treated,  i  can  fcarce  bring  niyfelf 
to  w  ifli,  that  they  who  provide  fuch  com¬ 
fort  for  others  ftiould  receive  it  in  a  fimi- 
lar  fituation  themfelves. 

I  am  forry  finally  to  obferve,  that  the 
treatment  I  have  experienced,  however 
cont  adiCory  in  the  reafons  affigned  for 
the  feveral  parts  of  it,  is  perfeCly  uniform 
in  the  principle.  They  who  would  not 
futfer  me  to  approach  the  King’s  prefence 
<0  vindicate  myfelf  before  him  ;  who  liave 
held  that  I  cannot  have  a  court- martial  to 
vindicate  myfelf  to  my  profeffion  ;  and 
who  have  dotie  all  they  could  do  to  pre¬ 
vent  me  from  vindicating  myfeir  to  my 
country  by  a  parliamentary  enquiry;  arc 
now  very  fyftrmatically  defirous  cl  bury¬ 
ing  my  innocence,  and  their  own  guilt,  in 
the  prilons  of  the  enemy,  and  of  remo¬ 
ving,  in  my  perfon,  to  the  other  fide  of 
the  Atlantic  ('cean,  the  means  of  renew¬ 
ing  parliamentary  proceedings  which  they 
have  reafon  to  dread. 

Thefe  extraordinary  attempts  to  op- 
prefs  in  my  perfon  the  rights  of  all  lub- 
jedts,  and  to  pervert  every  idea  of  milita¬ 
ry  obedience,  by  diredting  it  not  to  the 
fcrvice  of  the  public,  but  the  ruin  of  offi¬ 
cers,  juflified  me  to  my  own  confcieiice, 
in  the  part  I  took  under  the  conditional 
order  referred  to  in  your  letter.  I  found 
the  fame  inward  juftification  in  requiring 
in  the  moft  public  manner,  at  the  clofe  of 
the  late  S.  ffion  of  Parliament,  a  clear  per¬ 
emptory  order,  in  cafe  the  Minifters  per- 
fevered  in  tiieir  intention  of  rcfuirendcr- 
ing  me  to  the  enemy.

litary  fervant,  I  mean  fubmiiTion.  Your 
letter,  Sir,  inftead  of  an  order  for  my  f\i. 
ture  condudt,  is  an  uiijuft  reproach  of  my 
part  ;  for  which  I  humbly  implore  of  hi3 
Majefty,  and  firmly  demand  of  his  conn- 
cils,  trial  by  a  court-martial.  Should 
that  be  refufed  or  procrallinated  upon  the 
principle  formerly  adopted,  that  in  n.y 
prefent  fituation  no  judicature  can  have 
cognizance  of  my  adions;”  I  can  then 
confidcr  the  purport  of  your  letter.  Sir,  in 
no  otiicr  light  than  that  of  a  difmiirion  as 
conclufive  as  any  ycni  could  have  worded 
in  form,  and  perhaps  more  poignant. 
To  eat  the  bread  of  the  Crown,  however 
faithfully  earned,  under  a  fentence,  with¬ 
out  appeal,  in  the  name  of  the  Kmg,  01 
negled  of  duty  and  difcbedience  of  or¬ 
ders,  is  incompatible  with  my  conception 
of  honour ;  an  mterdidion  from  my  coun¬ 
try  ;  a  banilhmeut  to  the  only  part  ot  the 
wr.rld  ill  which  I  am  dilabled  from  fer- 
ving  that  country  at  the  moment  of  her 
fate  ;  and  when  every  other  arm,  even  to 
the  weakeft,  is  prefiVd  to  her  defence;

Elephant  h  tbelargeft  of  all  qin- 
i  (iinpeds,  and  is  .1  creature  tint 
veil  delti  ves  attention.  Great  riiimV)ers 
f)t  them  are  found  in  feveral  parts  of  the 
I'aft  Indies,  and  areufually  from  eight  to 
tliirteen  feet  in  height,  and  their  backs 
are  five  or  fix  feet  broad,  and  fomevvhat 
protuberant,  'i'l'cy  have  a  round  thick 
body,  a  large  fhort  head,  and  a  Hiort 
reck  ;  a  long  proboxis,  f.iout  or  trunk, 
hanging  almoft  down  to  the  ground  ;  a 
little  nairovv  mouth,  with  two  long  tulks 
proceeding  from  the  upper  jaw,  one  on 
r?ach  fide  of  the  probufcis,  belides  four 
lirong  grinders  in  each  jaw’,  final  I  pier¬ 
cing  eyes,  large  fiat  ears,  and  a  long  tail. 
Its  legs  are  round  and  th'ck,  fupporting 
its  vaft  weight  like  fo  many  columns, 
and  its  ftet  are  fn ort,  thofc  before  being 
broader  and  rounder  tiian  ihofe  behind  ;

OUR  traveller,  leaving  P iris,  next  vi- 
fited  Lyons. — After  P.iris,  fays  t)ie 
Doctor,  Lyons  is  the  moft  mag'iirtccnt 
town  in  France,  enlivened  by  indiiltry, 
enriched  by  commerce,  bcautilied  by 
wealth,  and  by  its  fitiia'ion,  in  the  mid 
die  of  a  fertile  c<nintry,  and  at  tae  con¬ 
fluence  of  the  Stonr  and  tiie  Roone. — 
The  numbers  of  inh  ibitants  arecltimated 
at  200,000.  Ttie  theatre  is  accounted 
the  fineil  in  France,  and  all  the  luxuries 
in  Paris  are  to  be  found  at  Lyons,  tho’ 
Dot  in  equal  perf  ttion. 

After  a  fiiort  (lav  at  Lyons,  the  travel¬ 
ler  fets  out  fur  Gciicva,  of  which  we 
meet  with  the  following  defcripiion  : 

THE  fituation  of  Geneva  is  in  many 
refpe»5ls  as  happy. as  the  heart  of  man 
could  defire,  or  his  imagination  conceive. 
The  Rhone,  niHiing  out  of  the  noHIrft 
lake  in  Europe,  flows  through  the  middle 
of  the  city,  which  is  encircled  by  rertDe 
fields,  cultivated  by  the  induftry,  and 
adorned  by  the  riches  and  tafte  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  long  ridge  of  mountains  called 
Mount  Jura,  on  the  one  fide,  with  the 
Alps,  tne  Gheiers  of  Savo>,  and  the 
fnowy  head  of  Mount  Blanc,  on  the  otiu  r, 
ferve  as  boundaries  t'>  the  moft  char¬ 
mingly  variegated  landfcape  that  ever 
delighted  the  eye. 

“  With  thefe  advantages,  in  point  of 
fituation,  the  citizens  of  Geneva  enjoy 
freedom  untainted  by  liccntiournels,  and 
fecuiity  unbought  by  the  hoirors  of 
war. 

The  great  number  of  men  of  letters, 
wbo  either  are  natives  of  the  place,  or 
have  chofen  it  for  their  refidence,  the 
decent  manners,  the  cafy  circumstances, 
and  humane  dirpofitions  of  the  Gene- 
vois  in  general,  render  this  city  and  its 
environs  a  very  defirable  retreat  for 
people  of  a  philofophic  turn  of  mind, 
who  are  contenieu  with  moderate  nnd 
calm  enjoymer.tc,  h*ve  no  local  attach, 
ments  or  donieflic  reafons  for  preferring 
another  country,  and  who  wifh,  in  a 
certain  degree,  to  retire  liom*  the  bufiie

Before  I  knew  them.  I  bad  formed 


an  opinion,  that  the  people  oi  this  place 
were  fanatical,  gloomy  minced,  and  un- 
focb'ble.  as  the  puritans  in  England,  and 
the  prefbyterianb  in  Scotland,  were  du¬ 
ring  the  civil  wars,  and  the  reigns  of 
Charles  IT  and  his  brother.  In  tbis. 
however,  I  find  I  had  cor.ctived  a  very 
erroneous  notion.  ^ 

Theris  is  not,  I  msy  venture  to  at- 
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crt,  a  city  in  Europe  where  the  minds  of 
the  people^  arc  lefs  under  the  influence 
of  fiiperftilion  or  fanatical  entliufiafin 
than  at  Genera.  — Scrvctus,  were  he 
now  alive,  would  not  run  the  fmaileft 
riik  of  prefecution.  The  preient  clergy 
have,  I  am  perfuaded,  at»  little  the  incli¬ 
nation  as  the  power  of  molefting  any 
perfon  for  fpcculativc  opinions.  Should 
the  Pope  himfclf  chute  this  city  for  a  re¬ 
treat,  it  would  be  his  own  fault  if  he  did 
not  live  in  as  much  lecurity  as  at  the  Va¬ 
tican. 

“  The  clergy  of  Geneva  in  general  are 
men  offenfe,  learning,  and  moderation, 
impteflit>gupon  the  minds  of  their  hearers 
the  tenets  of  Chriftianity  with  all  the 
graces  of  pulpit  eloquence,  and  iiluflra- 
tmg  the  efficacy  of  the  dodrinc  by  their 
coiKlu^t  in  life. 

“  I'he  people  of  every  ftatinn  in  this 
place  attend  feimons  and  the  public 
worthip  with  remarkable  punduality.— 
The  Sunday  is  honoured  with  the  inott 
refpe^ttul  decorum  during  the  houjsof 
divine  fervicc ;  but  as  foon  as  that  is  over, 
all  the  ufual  amurements  commence. 

“  The  pubbe  walks  arc  crowded  by 
all  decrees  of  people  in  their  belt  drefles. 
The  different  focietics,  and  what  they  call 
circles,  aflemble  in  the  houfes  and  gardens 
of  individuals.  They  play  at  carrls  and 
at  bowls,  and  have  parties  upon  the  lake 
with  mu  lie. 

“  There  is  one  cuftom  iiniverfal  here, 
and,  a^  far  as  I  know,  peculiar  to  this 
place  :  The  parents  form  focieties  for 
their  children  at  a  very  early  pciod  of 
their  lives.  Thefe  focieties  conlift  of  ten, 
a  dozen,  or  more  chddren  of  the  fame 
frx,and  nearly  of  ihe  fame  age  and  dtu?- 
tion  in  life  They  aflemble  once  a- week 
in  the  houfes  of  the  different  parents, 
who  entertain  the  company  by  turns 
with  tea,  ct  ffcc,  bifjuif,  and  fruit  ;  and 
then  leave  the  young  aflcnibiy  to  the 
freedom  of  their  own  conver^^tion. 

“  This  connedfion  is  flrldtly  kept  up 
flirough  life,  whatever  alterations  may 
take  place  in  the  firuatinns  or  circiim- 
ftances  of  the  individuals.  x\nd  aitho’ 
they  ftiould  afte»  wards  form  new  or 
preferable  intimacies,  tl»ey  never  entirely 
abandon  this  fociety,  but  to  the  latell 
period  of  their  lives  to  paf-^  a 

few  evenings  every  ye**  vitt*.  tlie 
panions  of  their  youth  ir.d  ci:  \ 
friends. 

“  The  richer  clafs  o^'  C 
country  houfes  adjacent  to 

Vou/XLVI. 


where  they  pafs  one  half  of  the  year.— 
Thefe  houfes  are  all  of  ihcjn  neat,  and 
foine  of  them  fplendid.  One  piece  of 
magnificence  they  p  flefs  in  greater  per- 
fe<i:lion  than  the  niofl  luperb  villa  of  the 
greateft  lord  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world  can  boaft  ;  I  mean  the  profpedt 
which  almolt  all  of  them  command.— 
The  gardens  and  vineyards  of  the  repub¬ 
lic— the  Pais  de  Vaux  ; — Geneva  with 
its  lake  ; — innumerable  country  teats;— 
caftles  and  little  towns  ar  und  the  lake; 
— the  vallies  of  Savoy,  and  the  lofiieft 
mountains  of  the  Alps,  all  within  one 
fwtcp  of  the  eye. 

“  Thole  whofe  fortunes  or  employ¬ 
ments  do  not  pwimit  them  to  pafs  the 
fiimmcr  in  the  country,  make  frequent 
parties  of  plcafiire  upon  the  lak.,  and 
dine  and  fpeiid  the  cvenin^;  at  Tome  of 
the  villages  in  tlie  environs,  where  they 
arnufe  thcmfclves  with  mulic  and  dan¬ 
cing. 

“  Sometimes  they  form  themfelves  in¬ 
to  circles  confining  of  forty  or  fifty  per- 
fous,  and  purchaie  or  hire  a  houle  and 
garden  near  the  town,  where  they  aflein- 
ble  every  afternoon  daring  the  lummcr, 
dr:nk  coffee,  lemonade,  and  other  re- 
ficlhing  liquors  ;  and  nmufe  themfelves 
with  cards,  converfation,  .ind  playing  at 
b-)wjs  ;  a  game  very  difierent  from  that 
which  goes  by  the  fa.mc  name  in  Eng¬ 
land ;  for  here,  iuilead  of  a  fmootfi 
level  green,  they  often  chufe  the  roughelt 
and  molt  unequ.d  piece  of  ground.  The 
player,  inftead  of  rolling  the  bowl, 
throws  it  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  refls 
in  the  place  where  it  firlt  touches  the 
ground  ;  and  if  that  be  a  fortunate  Ctua- 
ii('n,  the  next  phycr  pitches  hi?-  bowl  di¬ 
rectly  on  his  adverlary’s,  fo  as  to  make 
that  fpring  away,  while  his  own  fixes  it- 
felf  in  the  fpot  Vrom  which  the  other  has 
been  diflodged.  Some  of  the  citizen* 

are  aftoniffiingly  dexterous  at  tin's  game, 

which  is  more  compl-cated  and  ijUeref- 
ting  than  the  Engiilli  manner  ot  playing. 

‘‘  They  generaliy  continue  thefe  cir¬ 
cles  till  the  dulk  of  the  evening,  and  the 
lound  of  the  drum  from  the  ramparts 
call  them  to  the  town  ;  and  at  that  time 
the  gates  are  Oiiit,  after  which  no  perfon 
can  enter  or  go  out,  the  olfleer  of  the 
ruard  not  liavintT  the  power  to  open

;a;  C' .  who  mount 
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guard  and  do  duty  every  day.  But  they 
Ho  not  trull  the  fatety  of  the  republic  to 
thele  alone.  All  citizens  of  Geneva  are 
foklicrfe.  They  are  excrcifed  feveral 
hours  daily  for  two  months  every  fum- 
mer  :  during  which  time  they  wear  their 
uniforms,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period 
are  reviewed  by  the  Syndics. 

“  As  they  receive  no  pay,  and  as  the 
oHicers  are  their  fellow-citizens,  it  can¬ 
not  be  imagined  that  thele  troops  will 
perform  the  manual  exercife  and  militaiy 
evolutions  w’ith  the  tx.‘-<flnci8  of  folditra 
who  have  no  other  occupation,  and  who 
arc  under  all  the  rigour  of  military  dif- 
cipline. 

“  Neverthelefs  they  make  a  very  rc- 
fpeaaUlc  figure  in  the  eyes  even  of  difin- 
tereOed  fpe^lators  w'ho  are,  however, 
but  few^  in  number,  the  grealed  part  C(?n- 
fifting  of  their  own  parents,  wives,  and 
children.  So,  I  dare  Iwtar,  there  are  no 
troops  in  the  world,  w'ho,  at  a  review, 
ar?  beheld  with  more  approbation  than 
Ihofe  of  Geneva, 

Geneva,  like  all  free  ftates,  is  cx- 
pofed  to  pariy  rage,  and  the  public  har¬ 
mony  is  frequently  interrupted  by  politi¬ 
cal  fquabbles.  Without  entering  into  a 
detail  of  the  particular  difpules  which 
agitate  them  at  prefent,  I  lhall  tell  you  in 
general,  that  one  part  of  the  citizens  are 
accufed  of  a  defign  of  throwing  all  the 
pow'cr  into  the  hands  of  a  few  families, 
and  of  eftablidiing  a  compleat  ariftocracy. 
The  other  oppofes  every  meafure  which 
is  flip po fed  to  have  that  - tendency,  and 
by  their  adverfarics  are  accufed  of  fedi- 
tious  defigns. 

“  Among  the  citizens  themfelves  poli¬ 
tical  altercations  are  carried  on  with 
great  tire  and  fpirit.  A  very  worthy  old 
gentleman,  in  whofe  houfe  I  have  been 
often  entertained  w'ith  great  hofpitality, 
declaiming  warmly  againft  certain  mea- 
fures  ot  the  council,  alTerted,  that  all 
thofe  who  had  promoted  them  deftrved 
death  ;  and  if  it  depended  on  him,  they 
liioiild  all  be  hanged  without  lofs  of 
time.  His  brother,  who  was  in  that 
predicament,  interrupted  him,  and  faid, 
with  a  tone  of  voice  that  feemed  to  beg 
for  mercy,  “  Good  God !  brother ! 
furely  you  would  not  pufh  your  refent- 
ment  lb  far;  you  would  not  adliially 
hang  them  ? — **  All'uredly  I  would  re¬ 

plied  the  patriot,  with  a  de'crmiucd 
countenance  ;  “  and  you,  r.r;  t^  -ar  b»Tf- 
thcr — you  lliould  be  the  fir  It,  to  fhow  : 
mpartiality.’^  [To  h  W

numerous  attempts  that  have 
1  been  made  to  harmonize  tne  Gof- 
pels,  are  a  proof  of  the  fenfe  that  Chiif. 
tians  in  general  have  entertained  of  the 
ufefulnefs  and  impa  rlance  of  rrconcilirg 
the  feveral  accounts  which  the  Evange- 
lifts  have  given  of  the  life  and  actions  of 
Jefws.  They  are  like  wife  a  proof  of  the 
ditficulty  that  attends  the  rxeention  of 
fuch  a  dclign.  This  difriculty  arifcj 
chiefly  from  the  neglcdt  of  chtonologicdl 
order  in  the  Evangelical  hiflnries,  ar.d 
from  the  different  circumftances  with 
which  the  fame  fads  are  related  by  the 
different  writers.  It  muft  appear  to 
every  one  who  attends  to  the  luhji^cr, 
tliat  the  Evangelifts  often  join  togciher 
detached  and  diftant  events,  on  account 
of  a  fanientf.  in  the  feene,  tlie  perfon, 
the  catile,  or  the  cnnfequencefi ;  that 
they  make  tranfltions  from  one  fad  to 
another,  without  any  intimation  that 
important  matters  intervened  ;  that  they 
life  panicles  which  intimate  an  imme¬ 
diate  connexion,  with  fome  degree  cf 
latitude;  that  they  neglcd  accurate  or- 
d4er  in  the  detail  of  particular  incidents ; 
that  they  are  more  intent  on  reprefent- 
ing  the  fubftance  of  what  is  I'poken  tli^n 
the  words  of  the  fpeaker  ;  and  that,  by  a 
feltdlion  of  different  circumftancca,  they 
often  place  the  fame  fad  in  very  diffe¬ 
rent  lights.  But  the  facred  hiftory  is  not 
liable  to  any  juft  objedion  from  thk 
mode  of  narration  ;  for,  as  the  learned 
and  ingenious  author  of  the  p’^elent 
w’ork  juftly  remarks,  “  If,  on  th?s  ac¬ 
count,  objedions  are  more  ealily  ftaited, 
and  it  becomes  more  difHcult  in  recon¬ 
cile  feeming  variations,  and  to  frame 
fuch  materials  into  a  regular  body  ot 
hiftory,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Evange-

The  utefulnefb  of  an  Harmony  of  the 
Goipels  is  thus  reprefented  by  the  Bifhop 
in  his  Picfaoc,  from  which  we  have 
taken  the  preceding  extract. 

«  By  thejuxta-polition  of  parallel  paf- 
fages,  it  is  often  the  heft  comment ;  and 
it  cannot  but  greatly  alleviate  the  rea¬ 
der’s  trouble  in  his  attempts  to  iiluftrate 
the  phrafeology  and  manner  of  the  Evan- 
gelills. 

“  It  (liews  by  Intuition,  that  St  Mirk, 
who  inferts  much  new  matter,  did  not 
cpitomife  St  Matthew’s  gofpel. 

“  It  affords  plain  murks,  from  the  ad¬ 
ditions  and  omifTions  in  St  Joliids  gofpe!, 
that  his  was  defigncd  to  be  a  fupplemtn- 
td  hiftory. 

“  It  iliuftrates,  In  many  Inftances,  the 
propriety  of  our  Lord’s  condudt  and 
words.  The  attentive  reader  will  make 
many  remarks  of  this  kind.  I  (hall  fe- 
led  a  few'  examples.  Thus  previouHy  to 
the  call  of  the  four  Apoftles,  Mark  i.  i6, 
ao.  Andrew  had  been  the  Biptilt’s  dif- 
ciple,  and  had  received  his  tefiimony  to 
Jefus,  John  i.  35,  40.  ;  Peter  had  been 
brought  to  Jeius  by  Andrew  his  brother, 
Johnv.  4z;  and  jefiis  had  Oiewii  more 
than  human  knowledge,  and  more  than 
human  power,  John  i.  48.  ii.  ii,  23.  iii. 
a. iv. 29, 45,50.  which  probiblyliad  fallen 
within  the  expciience  of  thefe  difciples, 
or,  at  leaft,  muft  liave  gained  their  belief 
on  the  firmeft  gror.nds.  Thus  the  words 
ofChrift,  John  v.  21,  25,  are  piopheti- 
cdly  fpoken  before  he  had  raifVd  any 
from  the  dead  ;  and  his  reproofs,  Matth. 
X'i.  34*  Mark  vii.  6.  are  *  uttered  after 
he  had  wrought  miracles  during  two 
feafts  at  Jerufalem. 

Thus  our  Lord  firft  draws  f  the  veil 
of  parables  over  his  do^^trine,  on  the  very 
day  when  his  miracles  were  attributcvd 
to  the  power  of  Satan.  Sec  §  42,  47, 
4^,  49.” 

Af:tr  another  inftance  or  two  the 
^:'hop  aJds, 

Lallly,  ftrong  prefumptions  of  their 
tofpiration  arife  from  an  accurate  com¬ 
parison  of  the  Gofpels,  from  their  being 
wonderfully  fupple mental  to  each 
^loer  in  pafiages  reccncileable  only  by 
the  luggeltion  of  a  fvcmingly  indilferent

circumftance,  and  from  their  real  agree¬ 
ment  in  the  midft  of  a  teeming  (iifagree- 
meiit.  7'ruth,  like  honelty,  often  nc« 
glci^ts  appearances :  hypoci  ify  and  im* 
poffure  are  alsvays  guarded 

In  this  paragraph  we  cannot  hut  think 
his  LordOiip  mihaken.  The  ditfermcts 
obftrvable  in  the  accounts  which  the 
Evangtlills  give  of  the  fame  fa»iu,  are  k 
proof  that  they  did  nt't  write  in  concert, 
and  they  coniequenUy  tllablilli  the  in¬ 
dependence  of  their  feparate  teftimonieF, 
and  add  to  the  credibility  of  the  geneial 
hiftory.  That  the  Evangelical  writtis 
may,  by  a  diligent  attention  and  a  criti¬ 
cal  inveftigation,  be  reconciled  to  rach 
other,  is  a  proof  that  they  were  well  ?.r- 
quainted  with  the  fads  they  relate,  and 
that  they  faithfully  rccordrd  t.heni  ;  but 
affvU'ds  no  prelumption  that  they  were 
divinely  infpired.  On  the  contraiy,  the 
difficulties  which  occur  in  harmonizing 
the  Gofpels,  fome  of  which  are  fuch,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Bithop’s  ow  n  obfervation, 
“  that  we  fay  of  them,  as  Le  Clcrc  fays 
of  the  two  genealogies,  unt'ierfam  anti- 
quiiatem  exercUam  hubuere’^ difficulties 
w  liich  the  united  labours  ot  all  preceding 
harmonifiS  and  commentators  have  been 
infuificiait  to  remove,  form,  in  our  opi- 
nion,  an  infuperablc  objection  to  that 
plenary  infpiration  under  which  Chi  if- 
lians  in  general  have  Tuppofed  the  f.u'red 
hitiorians  to  have  written.  If  they  had 
been  divinely  infpired  in  regard  to  the 
compolition  of  their  hiflorie?,  or  even  if 
they  had  conceived  alil:e  cl  the  faints  re¬ 
lated  by  them,  it  can  foarcely  be  im.igi- 
red  that  they  would  have  placed  the 
events  they  record  in  h)  diHereut  a  ligh», 
or  would  have  related  them  with  Uirh 
different  clrcumHances,  that  it  ihoiild  be 
frequently  uncertain  whether  they  be 
the  fame  or  not,  or  that  it  llionUl  require 
fuch  an  attentive  inveltigaiiois,  and  fo 
great  critical  acumen  to  recondle  their 
feveral  narratives  to  each  other.  Mr 
Weft’s  cbtervalhm  i*;  very  juft  with  re- 
fpe-ft  to  mere  human  writing*^.  Divine 
infpiration  would  fuperl’edc  the  urcfnlnefs 
of  all  lower  masks  or  veracity  ;  i!.d  mult 
be  proved,  if  proved  at  all,  not  by  inter¬ 
nal  characters,  but  by  exu^rnai  evidence. 

The  nadcr  will  learn,  from  tiie  U*]t\ 
vhat  h*^  i?  to  exp^eft  from  this  intcrefting 
and  uEful  publication;  and  as  far  ad

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learning,  candour,  and  ingenuity  can 
gi¥c  him  fatisfa^lion,  we  may  venture  to 
afliire  him  that  his  expcdtations  will  not 
be  difappointed.  Dr  Newcome  appears 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  wfnings 
of  preceding  harmonifls  and  commenta¬ 
tors,  and  to  have  made  a  judicious  ufe  of 
their  ryflems  and  obfervations.  When 
be  adopts  any  of  the  improvements 
which  later  harmonifts  have  made  on  the 
more  ancient,  he  fails  not  to  acknow. 
ledge  it,  with  a  due  commendation  of 
their  attention  and  judgment ;  and  when, 
he  differs  from  them,  he  propofes  his 
reafons  with  great  franknef^s  and  inge¬ 
nuity:  While  his  own  fyftem  and  re- 
maiks  are  fupported  in  a  manner  which, 
if  it  do  not  convince,  cannot  fail  to  leave 
upt  n  the  mind  a  favourable  imprcffion  of 
the  author. 

Dr  Prieftley,  in  his  Harmony  of  the 
Evangeliltf-,  publiflicd  abouc  two  years 
ago,  revived  and  defended  Mr  Mannas 
hypothefis  refpedting  the  duration  of  our 
Lord’s  miniftry.  Dr  Newcome,  not  fa- 
tisfied  with  the  reafons  produced  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  that  fehenne,  has  adhered  to  the 
more  common  opfftion,  firil  advanced  by 
Enfebius,  and  gent'raily  followed  by  har- 
monizers  and  ecclefiahical  hiflorians,  that 
our  Lord’s  miniftry  continued  three 
^  years  and  a  half,  and  included  in  that 
fpace  of  titne  four  paffbvers  ;  and  we 
think  that  his  Lordfhip  hasfhewn  it  to  be 
very  improbable  that  the  leveral  journies 
of  our  S  ’viour  in  Galilee, and  the  tranfac- 
tions  conn*  ded  with  them,  fhould  have 
been  pe* formed  in  fo  little  time  as  Mr 
Mann  and  Dr  Prieftley  luve  allotted  to 
them.  Not  to  add,  as  the  Biftiop  does 
not  fail  to  remark,  that  their  hypothefis 
refts  upon  a  fuDpofition  that  there  is  an 
interpolation  of  a  verfe,  or  at  leaft  of  the 
words  70  ^oi(r)fU  w,  John  vi.  4.  Which 
fuppofition  is  not  fupporltd  by  the  au¬ 
thority  of  a  Tingle  copy,  and  is  weakened 
by  the  probability  (arifing  from  the  cir- 
cumftances  noted  of  there  being  much 
grafs)  that  the  miracle  was  perf(irn>ed 
rather  before  than  after  the  pafchal  fca- 
fon,

NOTV^nTHSTANDING  a  tre^^ty 
which  had  been  concluded  bctw'ccH 
England  and  Spain,  refpeifting  the  territo* 


ritiesofthenew  colony,  a  rellginrs  fo 
cieiy  of  the  Spanifb  nation  laid  claim  to 
F.orida,  not  only  on  the  ffot  of  prior  dif 
covery,but  alfo  by  virtue  of  a  grant  from 
the  Pope,  and  the  garrifoii  kei  t  at  Au 
giiftinc  regarding  the  Btitifti  feltlrmtnt 
as  an  encroachment  on  their  pofi'tffions 
were  difpoled  to  throw  every  diffic  ulty 
in  the  way  of  the  Carolinians,  in  order  to 
compel  them  to  relinquifh  the  country. 
For  this  purpofe  they  endeavoured,  rot 
without  fome  degree  ut  fuccefs,  to  txciie 
difeontents  among  the  inhabiraiits,  who 
from  the  hardfhips  to  which  the  colony 
was  yet  expofed,  were  but  too  prone  to 
adopt  unfavourable  impreffions  ot  thdr 
government.  In  the  following  paffa^e 
we  meet  with  an  inftance  of  this  kind. 

“  During  the  government  <  f  Sir  John 
Yeamans  a  civil  difturbaiice  broke  our 
amongft  the  colonifts,  which  Ihreatentd 
the  ruin  cf  the  fettlement.  At  fuch  a 
diftance  it  was  very  difficult  fer  the  pro¬ 
prietors  to  furniib  their  colony  with  te¬ 
gular  fupplies  ;  and  the  Ipots  of  fandy 
and  batren  land  they  had  cleared  poorly 
rewarded  their  toil.  Small  was  the  lldll 
of  the  planter,  and  European  grain,  vvtiich 
they  had  been  acciiftomcd  to  few,  proved 
fuitable  to  neither  foil  nor  climate.  The 
emigrants  being  now,  from  fad  experi¬ 
ence,  fenfible  of  difficullits  ir.ieparahle 
from  their  circumftanccs,  began  to  mur¬ 
mur  againft  the  proprietors,  and  to  curie 
the  day  they  left  their  native  land,  to 
ft.arve  in  a  wildernefs.  Whde  they  ga¬ 
thered  oyfters  tor  fubtiftence  with  one 
band,  they  were  obliged  to  ca.ry  tluir 
mufkets  for  felf-dtfence  in  the  othti. 
A  great  pun  had  been  given  to  Florence 
O'Sullivan,  which  he  placed  on  ai-  dlird 
fituate  at  the  mouth  of  the  harhoui,  to 
alarm  the  town  in  cafes  of  inv.ir!”Por  the 
Spaniards.  O'Sulliv.nn  deh  rted  Idsillai'd, 
being  ready  to  perifti  vinth  hunger,  and 
joined  the  difeontt  nted  party  in  tlie  icwii. 
Xhe  people  became  fcditi(>us  and  ungovei- 
nable,  and  thrt'atened  tcj  compel  the  JT-'- 
vernor  »o  relinq'iifu  the  fettlement  .* 
MrCuIpepper,  the  fiirvr  yt-r  geiif  rai, 
cd  them  in  ll’-elr  C'-unplairds  and  niui* 
murs.  I'hc  greateft  prudence  and  enu* 
rape  w ere  rt  ] u i ft t e  to  p re v e n t  t u rr. u . t '■j 
and  animate  th.e  colonift-  to  pn ic  vii.ma. 
Florence  OhSuiliran  was  taker  up  h\ 
marOial  cn  a  charge  of  re<!iti"n. 
pelled  to  find  fecurity  for  hi'  future 
behaviour.

The  governor,  fenfible 
eftbe  hardlhips  the  people  had  flittered, 
l^more  readdy  forgave  them  foe  their 
pvt  milconda<ft;  but  as  Mr  Culpepper 
Jelii  an  oflice  from  the  propr.elois,  iie 
Bihim  to  Et^glaiid  to  be  tried  hy  them 
f,)r  joining  the  people  in  treafonabie  con- 
jpinicies  againft  the  fettlement/’ 

While  Sir  John  Ycamans  was  gover¬ 
nor,  the  colo!iy  received  a  great  accef* 
iian  horn  die  Dutch  Ittilement  of  Nova 
Btlgia,  which,  withtiut  any  refinance, 
fiirrendered  to  the  armament  comman¬ 
ded  by  Sir  Robert  Carr,  and  became  full- 
jeCt  t«*  England.  Charles  the  Second  gave 
the  conquered  territo  ry  to  hiti  broth'  r  the 
Puke  ot  Yol  k,  vi'ho  called  the  provii^ce 
New  York  and  governed  it  on  io  nrbi- 
lr.iry  principles,  that  the  inhabit  ants  f  .r- 
med  a  refolution  of  torfaking  the  coun- 
tiy.  The  proprietors  of  Carcilina  orfe r.:d 
them  lands  and  en-  onragement  in  their 
pilalinate,  and  feiU  t^'o  lliips  to  liririg  :t 
number  of  Dutch  families  toCh^rb-rKVAui. 
The  furveyor- general  of  tlie  colony  had. 
ififtriuftions  to  mark  out  lafids  on  lim 
fouth- Welt  fide  of  Afhley  river  fur  Lh.'ir 
accnmrnodatiou.  There  each  of  tlie 
Dutch  emigrants  drew  lots  for  the  pro¬ 
perty,  and  formed  a  town,  which  was 
called  Jones-town.  This  was  the  lull 
Colony  of  Dutch  who  fettled  in  Carolina, 
'ifheir  induitry  furmounted  incredible 
hardihips,  and  their  fucc^fs  induced  nia- 
uy  of  their  countrymen  from  [.hilland  to 
follow  thirm  to  the  w^ellern  world.  Tiie 
infiahitants  t>f  J.ames-town  .ift^ vward.s 
finding  their  litiiation  tot»  mucii  ciicuin- 
ferihed,  in  pr.>cers  of  time  fpread  tlienri- 
feives  throngr^  the  country,  and  th.e  town 
Wii  totally  tlefc  rted.

The  writer  of  this  pamphlet  enters  “  In  this  letter  vou  therefore  Lirlv 
into  a  full  dirquifition  of  the  con-  joined  ilTue  with  the  Cabinet 
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fcnfc  of  your  inftru<5lions.  You  did  not 
attempt  to  fay,  that  difficulties  had  arifeu 
'great  for  human  valour  to  overcome, 
too  diftant  for  human  judgment  to  fore¬ 
fee;  blit  you  gave  them  to  underttand, 
that  if  you  had  been  rath  and  imprudent, 
jt  was  becaule  their  orders  compelled 
you  to  rafhnefs  and  imprudence. 

“  What  miy  really  be  the  nature  of 
your  order?,  I  Avill  not  pretend  to  deter¬ 
mine.  Nor  indeed  is  it  necelfary  at  pre- 
fent.  If  we  admit  them  to  be  as  pn/ithce 
as  a  Cabinet  ever  framed,  ftill  you  will 
rot  bejufiifiable,  if  you  appear  to  have 
aded  with  imprudence,  and  contrary  to 
the  fuggeftions  of  re.dori  and  experience. 
The  inltriidfionF  of  au  officer  can  never 
he  fo  underftood  by  liiai  as  to  imply  ab- 
furdity  ;  nor  can  his  command  be  lo  con- 
Arued  as  to  have  defeat  for  its  purpofe. 
This  do(5tnne  holds  good  in  general. 
Let  113  apply  it  to  your  particular  caf.. 

“  You  was  appointed  to  the  command 
of  an  army  equal  to  the  moO;  arduous  at 
I  tempt.  Your  troops  were  healthy  and 
well  difeiplined  ;  your  officers  of  appro¬ 
ved  courage,  and  diftinguiflied  reputa¬ 
tion.  As  in  ail  prcbab.lity  the  enemy 
would  trufl  much  to  the  fliength  of  their 
pods,  you  was  furniffied  with  the  beft 
train  of  artillery  that  w^as,  perhaps,  ever 
allotted  to  fecond  the  operations  of  fuch 
an  army  as  your’s.  It  was  hoped,  by 
thofe  who  had  planned  the  expedition, 
that  the  moft  dccilive  advantage  W('uld 
attend  the  firft  efforts  of  ui  powerful  a 
force.  Expectations  were  formed  that 
your  fuccefs  in  your  oiit-fet  would  have 
very  beneficial  effeCts  upon  the  dlfpofi- 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  ;  and  t!»at  Canada 
ilfelf  would  furnilh  you  with  a  numerous 
militia  acquainted  with  the  fituation  and 
ftrength  of  the  country.  It  was  judged 
probable,  that  thofe  who  might  be  incli¬ 
ned  to  refift  would  difperfe  at  your  ap¬ 
proach  ;  while  every  new  fuccefs  w’ould 
add  confiderably  to  your  numbers,  by 
inducing  the  friends  Goverument  to 
declare  themfeives,  when  they  beheld  a 
force  in  which  they  could  place  confi¬ 
dence. 

“  Nor  do  thefe  hopes  appear  to  have 
been  altogether  ill* founded. — You  fet  out 
upon  your  expeditioi4  with  zeal,  and  vie 
tory  for  a  time  feemed  to  attend  your 
progrefs.  Ticonderoga,  wiiich  the  ene¬ 
my  had  fortified  at  immenfe  labour  and 
expence,  was  evacuated  at  your  appear¬ 
ance  before  it ;  the  artillery,  amounting 
laS  pieces,  fcJl  into  your  hands ;  and 


the  rebel  army  was  intirely  dlfperfcd. 
Your  good  fortune  Icemed  daily  to  iu- 
creafe  ;  and  in  every  conflict  'ith  the 
enemy  your  tr.oop^  lud  the  adv-intage. 
Notwitnftanriingauir  fuperinriiyof  num¬ 
bers,  and  ftrength  of  liination,  General 
Frafcr  defeated  a  conflderabic  h.oi’y  of 
their  forces,  unde  Colonel  Francis,  o»ic 
of  the  braved  of  t'neir  efficeis.  Colonel 
Hill,  after  an  attack  of  three  h  u  ,  le* 
pulfed  a  corps  oftne  enemy  amount  r.g 
to  fix  timts  the  numbjrr  (>f  his  own  dc» 
tachmiiu  — Your  army,  elated  with  its 
fuccefs,  fought  with  the  Confidence  of 
men  A  ho  rlceme/l  thcmfelv  s  inviia  ihle; 
and  the  enemy  fi.'d  on  all  Tides,  difeum- 
filed,  difpirited,  and  dilmayed. 

‘  Such,  at  ore  tune,  wvas  your  fitua¬ 
tion.  It  fiiddenly  ch  iiv^ed  ;  and  (from 
what  circumlhnces,  it  would  be  iiic<»n- 
fiftent  with  the  prefent  purpofe  to  en¬ 
quire)  wa*^  Toon  entirely  reverfed.  You 
tiifp.itched  Lieutenant  -  Colonel  Bauia 
with  ^co  men  to  gam  polLflion  of  a  ma¬ 
gazine  at  Bennin.jton,  where  the  enemy 
was  fuppofed  to  have  made  a  la-ge  depo* 
fit  of  various  necefl'aries  C  A  mel  Hrey- 
man's  corps  VvMi  polled  at  IVittC’'- 1.:!!  to 
fuppiirt  Colonel  lltum,  if  it  (h  .nid  prove 
necefifiiy.  Colonel  B  mm,  upon  a  jicar 
approach,  having  received  intelligence  of 
the  numbers  of  the  enemy,  wfiowere  too 
Itrong  to  be  attacked  by  his  force  with 
any  j^rofpedf  of  I'ncccL,  difpHtched  an 
exprefs  to  you  with  an  .account  of  his 
fituation.  You  gave  orders  to  Coloiul 
Breyman  to  march  forwarr!,  and  reinforce 
Baum.  Before,  however,  the  latter  cowlii 
be  joined,  the  enemy  attacked  him  in  his 
poit,  and  alter  a  brave  defence,  the 
Colonel  himfelf  was  wounded,  and  his 
whole  party  made  prifonerf.  On  the 
evening  of  this  fatal  day  Coionei  Brey¬ 
man  arrived  upon  the  fpot,  where,  in 
the  morning.  Colonel  Buim  had  been 
defeated.  His  troops,  wearied  by  a  toil- 
f)me  march,  and  diftrefled  at  the  difvp- 
pointment,  were  immediately  attacked 
by  the  enemy,  and  after  a  gallant  refif* 
tance  were  (»bliged  to  retreat,  leaving 
two  pieces  of  artillery  upon  the  field* 
yonr  army  had  now’  loft  near  8cc  men  ; 
and  it  will  be  rcad  ly  conceived  how 
much  thefe  defeats  ferved  to  infpirit  the 
enemy.  In  i  uft,  they  were  affembling 
from  all  p'’.rt5  ;  tlie  wliolc  country,  fo  far 
from  amfting,  wa^  rifing  up  in  arms 
againft  you,  and  difficulties  were  crowd¬ 
ing  upon  y’ou,  no  Ids  l(4rrnidahie  ilian 
na  T^erous.  You  began  te  feci  the  v/act 
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cf  provifions ;  the  roads  we^e  broken 
lip  ;  the  fa':e  ot  the  country  was  inier- 
feCted  with  creeks,  and  c(*vtred  with 
large  timber  trees,  which  the  enemy  had 
cut  down  to  obit;  ui^t  'our  march;  ycu 
was  made  feni'bic  ihac  every  inch  of 
ground  would  be  dil'ijiited  ;  a-^d  yet,  in- 
Itcad  of  providing  tor  your  retreat,  and 
accommodating  your  me.ifurcs  to  your 
fituaticm,  you  ti.onglji  ht  to  crots  tiie 
Hudmids-  liver,  in  ouier  to  force  your 
<way  to  Albany*  Had  you,  at  this  lime, 
or  couid  you  nav  ,  in  realon,  any  iiopes 
of  luczccdin^  m  li.e  attempt  •'  Melan¬ 
choly  experience  lias  convinced  ^oii,  that 
the  prefumed  circunj* ai  ces  upon  whim; 
the  plan  had  been  formed  oi  England, 
^r.d  whicii  were  efiential  to  its  fuccefs, 
had  no  longer  any  foundation.  Before 
you  crolTed  the  Hucion’s-i  iver,  you 
fliould  have  confidered  with  yonrldf, 
whether,  if  your  litualion  at  that  time 
could  have  been  made  known  to  the 
Cabinet  whicli  framed  your  orders,  a 
man  could  be  found  in  that  body  who 
would  hill  command  you  to  proceed. 
Esther  you  forefaw  the  difficulties  that 
were  preparing  fer  you,  or  you  was  ig¬ 
norant  of  the  true  itate  of  your  fituation.
